WHAT FREE COINAtIS WOULD DO. 

The free silver advocates in Congress 
ought to be told what would be the flrst 
result of the success of their efforts tc 
establish free coinage in this country- 
Leading bankers estimate that there is 
outstanding at this time sterling loans 
amounting to about *70,000,000 
aggiegate.
